close of the old year. In so doing, 

they find out the condition of their 
business, whether it is gaining, wheth- 
er it is losing, or whether it is holding 
its own. In our text, we are to examine 
ourselves (not the other fellow) and 
see how we stand in our experience 
with God. We need this examination 
to prove whether we are in the faith, 
for it is possible to be deceived, and de- 
ceit is very dangerous. What a re- 
proachful thing it is for a man not to 
know his own self. 

We need to examine our consecra- 
tion. By consecration we mean the de- 
votion of our whole life, body, soul, 
_. and spirit to God. Paul says in Rom. 
12:1, “I beseech you therefore, breth- 
ren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy, acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service.” God wants 
a@ person that is entirely consecrated to 
Him. Entire consecration includes 
three things; namely, being, doing, 
and suffering. We must be willing to 
be what God wants us to be, and to 
suffer what He wants us to suffer. 
Many times we are willing to be some- 
thing for God, but when the time 
comes to do something for Him or suf- 
fer some reproach for Him, we long to 
move out of the picture. 

God had told Moses to tell the chil- 
dren of Israel they were to have no 
other gods before Him. He said further 
He was a jealous God. I don’t believe 
there are so many people in our land 
that bow down to images like the 
heathen do, but anything that comes 
between us and God will be an idol in 
God’s sight. Entire devotion is what 
our God requires. 

The different sacrifices that were 
offered under the law were sacrificed 
by the priest, but presented by the of- 
ferer. The offerer would lay his hand 

nm the sacrifice to signify he was giv- 

g God all right and title to the sac- 
rifice. We are to present our bodies as 
a living sacrifice, not killed like these 
animals were, but living unto God, 
giving Him the right and title to our 
lives. We must not yield our bodies as 
instruments of sin, but as set apart 
for the use God may have of them. 

Christ has purchased our redemp- 
tion so we are responsible to Him for 
what we do. 1 Cor. 6:20, “For ye are 
bought with a price: therefore glorify 
God in your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s.” Christ has bought 
back all that man lost when sin en- 
tered upon the human race. The price 
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of redemption was indeed a great 
price, yet He has made it possible for 
us to live an entirely yielded life to 
God in this present world. We are a 
new creation if we are in Christ, so we 
need to be sure we are in Him. 

To live a consecrated life we must 
be separated from the unclean. I can- 
not imagine a holy God having any- 
one who is unclean. Jesus says in John 
15:19, “If ye were of the world, the 
world would love his own; but because 
ye are not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, therefore 
the world hateth you.” When we are 
chosen of God we will not mix and 
mingle with the things of the world, 
neither will they have anything to do 
with us. We shed off these things the 
same as we would an old garment. 
There is a separation line drawn and 
we must stay on the right side of that 
line. 1 John 2:15, “Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, the 
love of the Father is not in him.” 
Even though we must dwell in this 
world, we need to abstain from its sin 
and corruption. The heart of man can- 
not hold the love for God and the 
world at the same time. The world is 
at enmity with God, so the more love 
we have for the world the less love we 
have for God. We must be crucified to 
the world and the things therein. 


Let us examine our conduct. If our 
lives are consecrated to God, then our 
conduct will be such as becometh god- 
liness. Paul said in 1 Cor. 11:1, “Be ye 
followers of me, even as I also am of 
Christ.” Can we say these words to 
someone else? Would we want people 
to follow the example we are setting? 
How do we act in our home life? Paul 
told Timothy, “From a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures.” The faith 
that Timothy had was first found in 
his mother and grandmother. He had 
been taught about God. He had a god-

reprobates?”” 2 Cor. 13:5. 


ly example to follow and later he be- 
came a minister of the gospel. If we 
conduct ourselves as Christians in our 
homes, we will make a good example 
for our children. 

Not only are mothers and fathers to 
set good examples but every Christian 
should do so. Paul told Timothy, “Let 
no man despise thy youth, but be thou 
an example of the believers in word, in 
conversation, in charity, in spirit, in 
faith in purity.” Age doesn’t have so 
much to do with being a good example, 
but living a godly life does. If we fail 
to live the life ourselves, we will not 
be able to persuade others to do so. If 
we don’t like our product we will not 
be able to sell it to others. 

What about our social life? Do we 
lift Jesus up among our friends? When 
we are among people of the world, do 
we let our lights shine? The story is 
told of a man who went far off from 
home to try out a new job. Shortly 
after, he became discouraged and 
came home. 

Soon a second man went to try the 
same job and he got along swell. The 
first man asked the second, “How do 
you get along so well? When I was on 
that job, every time I would pray they 
would curse me and at times throw 
things at me.” The second man said, 
“Why I didn’t even tell them I was a 
Christian.” I am persuaded to believe 
he wasn’t much of a Christian. Jesus 
said if we are ashamed of Him in this 
sinful and adulterous generation, He 
will be ashamed of us before His Fa- 
ther. 

Some people are afraid of holiness. 
They look at holiness as something 
awful, but it simply means clean liv- 
ing. Eph. 5:15, 16, “See then that ye 
walk circumspectly, not as fools, but 
as wise, redeeming the time, because 
the days are evil.” We may be called 
upon to walk through some very dark 
places, but while we are seemingly in 
the dark, our Christian light can shine 
the brightest. We have nothing to fear 
if He is by our side. Happy are we, if 
we are reproached for Christ’s sake. 

Does the public have confidence in 
our profession of God? If we live the 
life, they will. They may ridicule us 
and laugh us to scorn, but they know

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N EW BUILDING 

The picture on pages 8 and 9 is the artist’s drawing of the proposed new office 
building and publishing house of the Church of God. This building will be 
erected on a lot directly opposite the post office, if the Supreme Council gives 
their O. K., when plans are finally completed and cost is estimated. The entire 
floor space as planned in the publishing plant and office building would be 
approximately 65,000 square feet. The building is to be constructed of brick, 
concrete, and steel, making it entirely fireproof. 

The old publishing house was located on Gaut Street, where it had a very 
small beginning. Over the years, however, the publishing house has grown 
until today the present beautiful and once spacious capacity and ample roomy 
building, constructed of brick and steel, is crowded to its uttermost capacity 
with equipment, stocks, and workers. 

Equipment 

During the war, the shortage of equipment, skilled workers, and paper made 
it very difficult to take care of the publications of the Church. The paper 
situation is at present still critical. We are also still very short on various kinds 
of machinery. We have on order, however, with contracts signed and near 
three thousand dollars deposited as part payment, two Major Miller presses, 
costing over $25,000; one Kelly No. C press, $5,000; one cutter, $4,000; one gang 
stitcher, $2,400; one small stitcher, $300; $3,500 worth of composing equipment, 
and one Linotype, $5,500. Since the Assembly, we have purchased and installed 
one Miller Simplex press, practically new, at a cost of around $6,750, one 
Baum folder at $3,100. With the above equipment in the new publishing house, 
we will be geared to production sufficient to take on the Spanish literature 
and most all types of printing, for reasonable time delivery, along with the 
present load of publications and Sunday School literature. 

Music Type 

The American Type Founders has accepted an order to cut two fonts of new 
Diamond No. 1 music type. The old type we sold last year was mixed with 
Diamond No. 1, 2, and 3, resulting in a quantity of dead and unusable type, 
and, if used at all, was of various sizes to the extent that the music was con- 
fused and unappreciated in appearance. With the cutting of these new fonts 
of type, we will have brand-new type of the finest in the country, and all of 
one size. Much of the old type we sold is being discarded by the firm which 
purchased it. Instead of having around twelve thousand dollars in music type, 
we will have between four and five thousand, and have at the same time new 
and better type. With the installment of music type again, we will make our 
own music plates. We would also make plates for other publishers. 

This expansion of building and equipment is urgently needed to care for 
the growth of the Church of God generally. We also stand in need of your 
prayers and cooperation in every way, that God may prosper the Church in 
its great mission endeavor.

Not for Sale 

Time, under date of March 4, 1946, 
reported an interesting event relative 
to an effort to sell St. Nicholas Col- 
legiate Church, located on Manhat- 
tan’s Fifth Avenue, New York. The 
Consistory of New York’s Collegiate 
Reformed Dutch churches had voted 
to sell Dr. Sizoo’s “church for some 
$3,750,000 to a corporation which 


The Old and the New 


There are 190 references in the New 
Testament to the first five books of 
the Old Testament, commonly called 
the Pentateuch: 101 references to the 
book of Psalms; 104 references to the 
book of Isaiah, and 30 references to 
the Minor Prophets. There are, in the 
New Testament, some 639 references 
to the Old. These references are 
spread throughout most all the books 
of the New Testament except three 
of the Epistles. For instance, there are 
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planned to build a 50-story skyscraper 
on the lot. This sum, they said, would 
pay off the church’s mortage, leave 
$3,000,000 ‘to build a fine new church 
in the fashionable East Seventies. But 
Dr. Joseph R. Sizoo did not want a 
new church. Sizzled Sizoo: ‘It is put- 
ting the dollar sign before the cross! 
I’m not defending brick and mortar. 
The issue is not, shall St. Nicholas 
Church be moved—but rather: shall 
religion retreat’ 

“Dr. Sizoo called his parishioners to 
a ‘day of prayer for intercession,’ took 
to the air to denounce ‘the rising tides 
of secularism.’ He charged that part 
of the consistory (33 ministers, dea- 
cons and elders) had succumbed to 
‘the lure of material things.’

said when a group tried to sell historic 
Old South Church in Boston. He hoped 
the time would never come when God 
could not afford to own a corner lot in 
the city of Boston.’ 

“Last week Dr. Sizoo’s fight had 
apparently suceeded. Two parish- 
ioners had offered $350,000 toward 
redeeming the mortgage if others 
would contribute a like amount. It 
looked as if God could still afford a 
corner lot on Fifth Avenue.”

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UNMUZZLING THE OX 


Paul, the great apostle and over- 
seer of the Gentile church, who is 
able to speak efficiently and with 
authority, gives us a wonderful out- 
line in this scripture, 1 Cor. 9:7-18, 
concerning the _ relationship § that 
should exist between the laity and 
the ministry. I believe if both the 
minister and the church understood 
perfectly God’s plan of relationship 
that should exist between them, there 
would be far less trouble in the church. 
The church would advance in a great- 
er way. The church has been hindered 
because of lack of understanding. Mis- 
understanding has caused more trou- 
ble in the church than anything else. 
It is the devil’s job to hinder the 
prayers of the church by causing divi- 
sions, blinding the hearts of the peo- 
ple. You will find my text in the 9th 
verse, “Thou shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox.” Also, in Deut. 25:4; 
1 Tim. 5:18, “Thou shalt not muzzle 
the ox.” The Lord has used this simple 
illustration to bring a thought to the 
people, and simply refers to the min- 
ister as an ox. He puts the minister on 
the level of an ox. Let us find out what 
the nature of the ox was, what his work 
was and his place, and see if we meet 
the demands and fill the place of the 
Ox. 

FIRST 

The ox in years past was one of the 
most highly prized animals, in fact, it 
was about the only animal they could 
not do without. They largely depend- 
ed on the ox for their support. The 
ox was the beast of burden. His duty 
was to bear the burdens of the people 
regardless of what their burdens were. 

ey were about the only dependable 

eans of transportation of that day. 
Railroads were unknown. They didn’t 
have any trains or transfer trucks and 
automobiles like we have today. They 
loaded their burdens on the back of 
the ox. They put a pack saddle on 
him and he carried the burdens for 
the people. Whether you recognize it 
or not, this is a true comparison of 
the ministry. The true minister must 
carry the burdens of his people. He is 
the burden-bearer of the church. 

SECOND 

Not only does the ox bear the bur- 
dens but he pulls all their loads. They 
place the big, heavy yoke upon his 
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neck, fastened on with a bow and a 
couple of pegs, no doubt very hard 
to pull against. Jesus said, “My yoke 
is easy and my burden is light.” Yet, 
it remains a fact we must put on a 
yoke. The ox is not as fast as some 
of our high-speeded machines today, 
but when he lays against the yoke 
you can be assured the load is going 
to move. Pastors, missionaries, and 
evangelists must lead the way in pull- 
ing the load. The church will never 
rise above the spiritual level of the 
pastor. 

There was never a revival that 
reached any greater spiritual power 
than what the evangelist has in his 
own life. It is up to the minister, when 
it looks like everything is going to hit 
the rocks, to lead the way in pulling 
the load. When finance is needed, it 
falls on the minister’s shoulders to 
raise the money. When there is no- 
body in the altar to pray with the 
seekers, it falls on the minister to 
do all the praying. The minister must 
somehow get in the yoke and shoulder 
the responsibility or see it go down in 
defeat. So we have to be oxen. 


The minister is to be a servant to 
the public. He is not a free man. He 
never knows when he goes to bed, at 
what hour he will be called on to go 
across town or a mile or two across 
the country to pray for the sick or 
when his plans will be called off to at- 
tend a funeral. In case of a death, the 
family or some relative consults the 
undertaker, makes the plans for the 
funeral and sets the time, finally call- 
ing the minister and informing him 
that he is expected to be there. Other 
people can live where they please, but 
he has to live where God sends him, if 
it’s in America or in Africa. He is the 
servant of the people and belongs to 
God’s given service, therefore, has 
no liberties of his own, other than just 
to live and serve. The ox was the 
beast of burden. The minister carries 
the burdens of the people. When sick- 
ness or death comes into a home, how 
you want a man of God. When the 


son of the Shunammite woman died, 
she said, “Take me to the man of God.” 
When trouble, sickness, heartaches, 
and disappointments come, nobody 
can solve these problems like the touch 
of the hand of the man of God. 

I remember just a few weeks ago, in 
a family that doesn’t even have one 
in the entire family who professes 
salvation, an infant had taken pneu- 
monia. They called the doctor. He 
couldn’t come right away. They sent 
one of the children out to my house 
and she said, “Would you please come 
and pray for the baby?” I said, “Yes, 
I'll go.” I got my coat and hat and 
went through the rain to pray for 
the baby. Some of the other neigh- 
bors had come in, but in the whole 
crowd of people who were there not a 
one except my wife and I claimed sal- 
vation; yet, they were all burdened, 
they wanted somebody to help them 
bear their burdens. We knelt by the 
child and laid our hands on it, asking 
the Lord to heal, and the Lord touched 
its body and it got better. 

I know people curse the minister and 
make fun of him, but when the death 
rattle comes in their throat they want 
the minister, a man of God, near-by. 
They want someone who knows how 
to pray and get hold of God for their 
needs. If it were not for the minis- 
ters of God holding up the religion of 
Jesus Christ, this world would be a ter- 
rible place in which to live. You may 
call a doctor when you get sick and 
need physical help; you seek a lawyer’s 
advice in time of legal procedure, yet, 
back of all, you want to come to the 
minister, the man of God, with your 
troubles. There is no human being 
today who can satisfy, sympathize, 
and encourage and help people in 
their burdens like the minister. . That 
is his place in life. Many people get 
sick and won’t send for their pastor 
to come and pray for them, yet they 
will talk about him for not visiting 
them. There is nothing more heart- 
breaking to a pastor than to feel that 
his people don’t need him in time of 
trouble, sorrow, or distress. 

Deep down in the heart of every 
true minister there is a great appre- 
ciation of the fact of knowing the 
people have confidence in him and

In this time of distrust among peo- 
ple and nations, we would like to call 
your attention to the first great prin- 
ciple of this study. 


I. ASSURANCE 

Verse 1, “The Lord is my shepherd; 
I shall not want.” Today we have the 
social security act, old age insurance, 
bank accounts, the Atlantic Charter, 
the San Francisco Peace Charter, and 
so on; but David had his eyes on 
something far greater than man could 
devise when he stood out in the great 
stream of time and said those blessed 
words in the above verse. This is what 
he says, “I have tried Him. I know He 
is a good shepherd. He supplies my 
need.” Friend, that is the best assur- 
ance you will ever be able to acquire. 
The peace charters, etc., may be all 
right, but an acquaintance with the 
Good Shepherd is best of all. 


II. PEACE 

Verse 2, “He maketh me to lie down 
in green pastures ...” What can be 
more blessed, or comforting after you 
have been through a great battle for 
the Lord, have been on the front line 
facing the devil in an artillery duel, 
such as a revival campaign, or a pas- 
toral load with discouragement and 
responsibility weighting you down, 
with your eyes just above water, then 
for the Good Shepherd to say, “Come 
now, lie down in the green pasture be- 
side the still waters, and rest for a 
while”? Oh, what peace and rest for 
a tired soldier of the cross! 


III. GUIDANCE 

Verse 3, “... he leadeth me in the 
paths of righteousness ...” If there 
ever was a time for divine guidance, it 
surely is the day in which we are liv- 
ing, this day of universal perplexity. 
Fathers need this guidance; mothers 
also, who, according to the Word, 
should guide the house. Our boys and 
girls in Service for our country, our 
young people, all, in fact, need the 
strong, sturdy hand of guidance that 
only the Good Shepherd can give. Oh, 
isn’t it wonderful to have someone to 
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When we are in the wild forest among 
various beasts, a good, loaded gun 
gives us some sense of security. When 
we are in a mean section of a large 
town at night, it seems good to have 
a police squad car close around. Even 
so, when Satan comes around and 
says that you never have had any re- 
ligion, and if you did you have lost it, 
and tells you many cunning lies that 
he is capable of sponsoring, it is a fine 
thing to have that blessed security of 
knowing that “Thou art with me.”

Saved Before Killed in Action 

(The following is a letter written by 
a soldier who was killed in action just 
a few days after he wrote it. His let- 
ters have caused his entire family to 
turn their thoughts to God. This let- 
ter was written to his sister here in 
Douglas. He had been converted 
through the efforts of a Navy chap- 
lain in Hawaii just a short time be- 
fore his last battle.)

telling us about, they didn’t have 
tractors and riding cultivators as they 
have now. One man can cultivate 
several hundred acres now, but with 
the ox he had to keep going. He was 
the only dependence to bring in the 
bread that they ate. When other peo- 
ple are sleeping or gone visiting with 
their friends and relatives, the pastor 
has to be plowing away through the 
pages of God’s Word, commen- 
taries and books of knowledge; he 
must be burdened down on his knees 
to get something to set before the 
people to feed their hungry souls when 
they come to church. If he doesn’t 
have a burning message to feed their 
souls with, they will soon get tired of 
him and stop coming to church. He 
must plow on and on; when the weath- 
er is cold or hot he plows on. You re- 
member on one occasion Jesus said, 
“Peter, do you love me?” Peter said, 
“Yes, Lord.” “Feed my sheep.” Again 
He said, “Peter, do you love me?” 
Peter said, “Yes, Lord.” He said, “Feed 
my sheep.” The third time He said, 
“Peter, do you love me?” Peter said, 
“Yes, Lord.” “Feed my lambs.” 

FOURTH 


@.:. did not say, “Peter, fleece my 


sheep or shear my sheep.” He did not 
say, “Let them suffer and if one gets 
sick and won’t eat, turn him out and 
let him go.” He said, “Feed them, give 
them plenty to eat.” It shows the 
cowardice of a minister to take ad- 
vantage of the sacred pulpit to skin 
the sheep; take a poor little lamb who 
needs to be fed, consoled and en- 
couraged, and hang his hide up and 
call his name out. That is murdering 
the sheep in place of feeding them. 
How sad it is to think that a minister 
would take advantage and beat them 
and bruise them, wound them and 
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break their hearts and drive them out 
into the cold, shivering and dying. 
When God said give them something 
to eat, He meant for us to feed them 
if we expect them to produce wool. 

The ox was the choicest animal for 
sacrificial offering. They would kill 
him and burn him on the altar out- 
side the gate. They could use a sheep, 
but the choice sacrifice was the ox. 
There are many people today who 
think that all the minister has to do 
is go visiting and eat fried chicken 
and have a big time. I want to say 
to you that the minister has to, sac- 
rifice as no one else has to sacrifice. 
The minister who is truly following 
God must lead the way in sacrifice. 
He must never expect his people to 
do more than he would do. Be willing 
to spend and be spent, his time, his 
money, and his life, for the people, 
if he is a true pastor and a true shep- 
herd. Sad to say, some of our minis- 
ters don’t set that example as they 
should. 

FIFTH 

“Thou shalt not muzzle the ox.” 
There is one thing in this verse that 
stands out that should be noticed, 
“Thou shalt not.” He did not say, 
“Please don’t,” but He said, “Thou 
shalt not muzzle the ox.” If the min- 
ister should bear the burdens, pull the 
loads, prepare the bread, feed the 
people, sacrifice his home and life, 
then God has said to the laity, to the 
church, the people, those to whom 
he is ministering, “Thou shalt not 
muzzle that ox.” If you do, you are go- 
ing to bring a curse from God upon 
you. He shall not be muzzled. Before 
threshing machines were invented, 
they used oxen to thresh the wheat. 
They spread it out on the floor, yoked 
up the oxen, and made them go around 
and around, threshing out the grain. 
It is all right to work the ox (the 
minister), and keep him busy, but 
keep the muzzle off. No one can be 
happy unless he is busy. Contented 
people are busy people, so don’t be 


afraid to keep him busy; but, keep 
the muzzle off and he will get fat while 
he is working. It doesn’t matter how 
tall the corn grows, if you keep the 
muzzle on him he will soon begin 
to reel around, then it won’t be long 
until you will have a dead ox on 
your hands. If you rob God by not 
paying your tithes, and refuse to co- 
operate with the minister and sup- 
port the work of the church, souls 
will go to hell. Many people are so 
close that they refuse to obey God 
and loose the minister and let him 
go, and souls are dying for the gos- 
pel, going down in despair, crying and 
wailing in the regions of the damned 
for the lack of God’s Word being 
preached. “How shalt he preach ex- 
cept he be sent?” It is pitiful to think 
of how God’s work has been hindered 
because people have failed to see their 
duty on both sides. 

What do we mean by this? Listen, 
“Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, . . . and prove me... saith 
the Lord of hosts, if I will not open 
you the windows of heaven, and pour 
you out a blessing, that there will not 
be room enough to receive it. And I 
will rebuke the devourer for your 
sakes.” He will bless you abundantly; 
but, if you will not hear, “I will send 
a curse upon you and I will curse your 
priest,” saith God. If all the people 
who are called by God’s name, those 
who claim to be filled with God’s 
Spirit and blessing, would obey this 
scripture, you would see one of the 
best revivals this country has ever 
had. Some of the oxen that have 
the muzzle on would be released; some 
of the ministers who have had to get 
them a job and go to work to help 
feed their wives and children, could 
lay down their saws, hammers, paint 
brushes, picks and shovels, and pick 
up the Sword of the Spirit of God, 
which is His Word, the Bible, and be- 
gin to fight the good fight of faith and 
sing the good song “I’m on the Battle-

who to call upon when they need 
prayer. They know who can pray the 
fervent prayer. We cannot fool people 
if we don’t have victory, so why try to 
fool ourselves. Jesus said in His great 
sermon on the mount, “Ye are the 
salt of the earth: but if the salt have 
lost his savor, wherewith shall it be 
salted? It is thenceforth good for 
nothing, but to be cast out, and to be 
trodden under foot of men.” Salt is a 
preservative. It prevents corruption 
and spoilage of food. A little salt will 
go a long way for itis penetrating. 
When fresh meat is salted down, the 
salt works slowly but constantly into 
the meat, on down to the very bone. 
We do not see the salt at its work for 
it works silently, but we can trust its 
results. Salt is an indispensable ele- 
ment for it is found in every home. 
Many homes that are destitute of 
luxuries contain a box of salt. If salt 
were removed from our food, it would 
not have the good flavor it has with 
the salt, for this adds to the food’s 
taste. 

It is true that Christian people may 
be in the minority many times, but 
what a powerful minority! The world 
is in a state of wickedness already, but 
think of the corrupted state it would 
be in if the Christians were suddenly 
taken out of the world. The Christian 
people, like salt, are constantly helping 
broadcast the gospel to the lost people 
of the world. The influence of their 
lives is reaching out far and near. Per- 
haps many will never know the good 
they are doing while in this life, but 
there is a reward awaiting the faithful 
at the end of this age. Let us never 
lose that salty flavor of truth and 
right that is imparted to us from God. 
Salt is a remedy for tasteless meat, but 
there is no remedy for tasteless salt. 
When we lose the salty flavor, we lose 
our influence for God. 

Let us examine our love. 1 John 3:18 
“My little children, let us not love in 
word, neither in tongue; but in deed 
and in truth.” 1 John 4:7, “Beloved, 
let us love one another: for love is of 
God; and every one that loveth is born 
of God, and knoweth God.” Do we 
have perfect love? Are we showing it 
in deed and in truth? Some people 
say they have love, yet their works 
prove differently. Love is a proof of 
discipleship for Jesus said, “By this 
shall all men know that ye are my 
disciples, if ye have love one to 
another,” John 13:35. Remember, it 
was love that caused the Father to 
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give His Son to this lost and dying 
world. God so loved He gave His Son; 
the Son loved and gave His life. Je- 
sus did not come to condemn the 
world. The world was already con- 
demned. Jesus came to offer deliver- 
ance to the world that was under this 
condemnation. God created man to 
have fellowship with Him. God could 
come down in the garden in the cool 
of the day to talk with Adam and Eve. 
Everything was in perfect harmony 
until sin broke that beautiful fellow- 
ship. Yet God did not leave man in 
that condition. He immediately began 
a way to bring man back to God. He 
clothed Adam and Eve with coats of 
skin, showing an innocent animal had 
to suffer for their sin. Then God in- 
stituted the Levitical priesthood. Here 
was an altar where the priest could of- 
fer up a sacrifice for the people, and 
that sacrifice would atone for their 
sins for a year. But these sacrifices 
could never change the heart of man. 
So they were just a substitute, used 
until the time came for Christ to offer 
Himself as a sacrifice for man’s sins. 
The blood from the animal sacrifices 
pointed to the time when Christ’s 
blood would be shed and offer perfect 
cleansing to those who would accept 
it. 

Christ is our great example of love. 
His love was a sacrificial love. It was 
unchanging, for He loved His own un- 
til the end. His love was constraining. 
It has a compelling force. When we 
think of the love He manifested for 
us, we cannot afford to ignore His plan 


of salvation. His love was divine, for 
He said, “As the Father hath loved 
me so have I loved you...” 


Let us examine our attitude toward 
Christ. Are we obeying His call today? 
You may say, “I am not called to do 
anything.” You may not be called to 
preach or teach, but every Christian 
should work toward winning lost souls 
to God. We determine our attitude 
toward God by the way we trust His 
Word. Jesus said, “If ye love me, keep 
my commandments,” John 14:15. Let 
us be sure to obey Him. 


How about our attitude toward our 
brothers and sisters in Christ? Paul 
said in Gal. 5:13, “...by love serve one 
another.” Do we do this, or do we al- 
ways want to be the one to receive t 
most attention? We show our love f 
God by the attitude we have for each 
other. Rom. 12:3 says, “For I say, 
through the grace given unto me, to 
every man that is among you, not to 
think of himself more highly than he 
ought to think; but to think soberly, 
according as God hath dealt to every 
man the measure of faith.” 


Let us resolve through this year to 
live a little closer to God than ever 
before. Let us remember to respect His 
Word by studying it more than in the 
past, for this is our rule of life while 
on this earth. May God help each 
reader to examine himself and profit 
by that examination.
